They spent an hour and a half 
last Friday trying to educate Sharon 
in modern labour relations. 

Both teachers and pupil emerged 
unhappy from the lesson. Sharon 
took umbrage at not getting their 
automatic support, while they were 
fearful that acquiescence in his de- 
mands would cost them their con- 
stituency. 

When we talked about the dis- 
pute a few days previously, Shalish 
had hoped to avoid a confrontation 
with the minister; but now thal 
Sharon has blocked a mediation of- 
fer by Deputy Premier Levy, his op- 
timism is fading. 

After a discussion of the basic 
purposes of trade unions, Shulish 
was fuir enough to admit that the 
Histadrut trade union department 
did indeed have a much more 
tesponsible concept of its duties to 
the economy than an Individual 
works commiltee, because it also 
took into account the weaker ele- 
ments among the labour force. 

As if to make up for such an ad- 
mission he hurriedly added: “But 
what is urgently needed is to replace 
the aging leaders al the top. Both 
the secretary-general and the 
treasurer are well past -the mark. 
Anywhere else they would have had 
to retire. Why not in the 
Histadrut?” 


YORAM OBERKOVITCH is the 
living rebuttal of Shalish’s blanket 
talk of aif Labour trade union chiefs 
being functionaries. He is one of 
four grass-roots leaders of the 
national works committee elected 
by Labour to the new Histadrut 
Central Commiltee (the 
federation's “‘cabinet"). He is 
chairman of the powerful national 
staff committee of the Israel 


Electric Corporation, and his three, 
new cabinet co-members represent - 


(DF civilian employees, Tel Aviv 
municipal employees and the staff 
of Yachin-Hakal, 

Oberkovitch has draw con- 


siderable attention not only because 


he is an unusual type anvong trade 
bosses, but also because he con- 


tinues-to be very active on-the 13 


forum, despite the strong mutter- 
ings of trade union chiefs of the 
Labour. Party, on -whose Central 


Committee he also serves. 


committee, which speaks for 60 per 
cent of the personnel, and is hoping 
that ongoing tensions with the 
Northern Region staff committee 
will soon be resolved, 

Was he concerned about the rise 
of violence in recent trade union 
protesis? 

He saw this as a regrettable part 
of the increasing violence in israeli 
society generally which is ag- 
gravated by the lack of cooperation 
between the government and the 
Histadrut. *'You know," he added, 
"Ἢ witnessed the violence during the 
elections. It was then thal the evil 
genie was let out of the bottle.’ 

On top of this he feared that rank- 
and-file trade unionists might follow 
the bad example set by Deputy 
Premier Levy in the ΕἸ Al dispute. 
“He managed to settle things 
against the terms of the contract. So 
the ordinary Isbourer sees this ex- 
ample and begins to wonder, why 


* shouldn't 1 grab what 1 can, if a 


minister gets away with it?" The 
result, he feared, would he chaos in 
labour relutions, 

This ied me to wonder how 
his continuing involvement in the 13 
forum jibed with his recent co- 
option into the Histadrut ὁ5- 
Lablishment? “Iam not there in uny 
persomal capacity, but becnuse my 
organization sent’ me there,” he 
said, without batting un eyelid. He 
denied that the 13 commiltee 
members were in any way 
“creatures” of Kessar, or that they 
were uimed against the Histadrut. 

Referring to the recent meeting 
of the forum with Aridor on the 
very diay that David Levy was in- 
tervening in the Et Al dispute, 
Oberkovitch said that was just a 
cuincidence. 

“We presented Aridor with a list 
of demands,” he suid, choosing his 
words carefully, “tax rebale on in- 
centive pay and overtime, which we 
urged should be incorporated in the 
new round of collective 
ugrecments.” 

The minister did not turn them 
down, and advised them to call him 
after he had completed the stale 
budget — adding as an 
afterthought, “That is, if J manage 
(ο get my cuts through ... 1 really 
believe that we all pay too many

OBERKOVITCH is convinced that-

claim that the Labour Party ranks 
on the Histadrut Executive con- 
tained only apparatchiks, declaring 
proudly that “this time, 30 per cent 
came from work places.” 

He did not buy the theory of a 
Likud design to break the 
Histadrut; he thought their inten- 
tlon was to take It over, and that 
they would soon do their best to clip 
its wings. He felt the Histadrul had 
dithered over the El Al dispute, that 
it had not come out strongly enough 
in favour of honouring written con- 
tracts, which ‘had been broken by 
Deputy Premier Levy. 

Talking of trends among works 
committees, he noted that miny of 
them had turned anti-establishment 
and that this had created the 
climate which had eased the Likud's 
rise to power. “However,” he suid, 
“T predict that this anti- 
establishment sentiment will be 
turned against the Likud, becuuse 
Levy und Aridor won't be able to 
deliver, and then we'll see even 
their own men tuking lo the 
streets." 


TEL AVIV Labour Council 
Secretary Dov Ben-Meir MK is cur- 
rently not too popular at Πα γαῖ 
heidquarters, because he is the only 
top trade union personality who has 
publicly criticized the performunce 
of the ‘leadership. He committed the 
“sina” of accusing Kessar and com- 
pany of vacillation over the El Al 
strike, and thus opening the dvor to 
Levy's Intervention, and of con- 
demining Meshel’s unnouncement 
that he would call workers out to 
demonstrnte. 

Ben-Meir holds that the present 
plight of the Histadrut is much more 
complex than either Kessar or 
Shalish believes. He attributes it to 
three concurrent developments: the 
labour federation ceased to lake the 
lead in guiding social thinking to 
keep pace with economic progress: 
drastic changes in the trade union 


sphere; and the achievement of - 


power by the Likud, 

As an example of the first, he 
cited the failure of the cooperative 
movement to adapt itself to chang- 
ing times, In the good old days, the 


co-op store was ἃ real social centre, ° 


where only members could shop 
and an elected committee ap- 
pointed the management. Over the 
years, with the swilt development of 
retail marketing and the opening of 
chains of supermarkets, the 
cooperative framework has become: 


a fiction, with the manager not in-. 
frequently choosing: his owR-com~ 


. ing it to the a to make’ 3 


council secrelary speaking for tens 
of thousands or the Histadrut 
secretary-general speaking for one 
and a half million. 

The new type of trade union 
leader was more independent than 
the old, us well as often being better 
educated and more highly quulified 
than the veteran functionary facing 
him across the table at Histadrut 
headquarters, and the federation 
had failed to win him over, said 
Ben-Meir wilh o sigh. 

On top of it all, Likud men in in- 
creasing numbers had begun to 
penetrate key works committces. 
turning them into potitical instru- 
ments well before the 1977 elec- 
lions. Over the years, they had pres- 
sed for a radical policy that was op- 
posed to the balanced approach of 
the Histadrut, said Ben-Meir, 
pointing out that the rash of paralys- 
ing strikes that reached their height 
in 1976 were spearheaded in Likud- 
led staff committecs. 
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THE THIRD strand leading to the 
Hlistadrut's plight. the achievement 
of power by the Liknd, is one that 
the labour federntion did not — and 
does not -- know how to cope with, 
said Ben-Meir. They were able to 
manage ut first becuuse they could 
find conimon ground with a conser- 
vative Liberal like the first Likud 
finance minister, Simha Ehrlich, or 
the similarly conservative ex- 
Mupamnik, Yigal Hurvitz, who bath 
uccepted Histadrut rules. 

But the turning-point came with 
the rise of the two populist 
ministers, Aridor and Levy. Both 
hud grown to national prominenec 
vit the Histadrut, and therefore 
knew its ins and outs. They 
proceeded to outfunk the Histadrut 
with such things as Project 
Renewal, and the proposed 100 per 
cent C-o-L allowance, five-day 
work week and a dole higher than 
the minimum wage.

Whatever the fecling is, that musi 
have been what the proprietors οἱ 
Jerusalem's first pasta restaurimt, 
Mama Mia, felt when their double 
opened recently. As many 
Scrusalemites know, Mama Mia wis 
originally tocated in Rehov Hillel. 11 
became wildly popular and moved 
to new and lerger quarters in Rehov 
Rabbi Akiva, behind the ΕἸ Al 
building. 

Now, a few months later, another 
Italian pasta place hus wpened in 
Mama Mia's original premises. Not 
oily its name, but its menu and 
Prices ure renuirkubly similar. ΠῚ is 
called Mama Leone. 
ious to see how it compared 
to the ariginal, we visited the new 
resturant for lunch. We found it 
comfortable, with heavy wooden 
lables and chairs. The service win 
very pleasant and attentive. A large 
sign at the door indicated that the 
restaucunl is keasher and the 
Proprictor told us he expects to 
teceive a rabbinical certificate 
within a few days, 

FE started my meal with a simple 
vegetable antipaste, otherwise 
known 43 9 green salad. The 
vegelables were fresh and crisp and 
the portion ample.

My companion, who chose the 
special “anlipasto Mama Leone,” 
was served a similar salad, sup- 
plemented by a rolled fillet of 
anchovy, a boiled egg, sliced onion, 
an artichoke heart and coursely- 
grated yellow cheese. She felt that 
the waiter might have asked what 
dressing she wanted, but [ was more 
thin pleased with the simple oil and 
vinegar sprinkled aver both, ruther 
than the govey stuff that so often 
ruins fresh vegetables, 


FOR THE MAIN course, I couhi 
not resist trying gnocchi, There arc, 
of course, two versions of these 
ftat dumplings, thuse made with 
semolina and thase made with 
Potitues. | was served the hitler. 
‘They were a bit filling, but this was 
fo be expected, 

The sauce, a pesto, was served 
separately in a smuil dish. It was 
sentewhal different from the 
traditional pesto of fresh basil, olive 
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oil, pine nuts, garlic and cheese, all 
pounded together with a mortar und 
pestle, I detected the presence of 
rosemury, umong other things, but 
the sauce was on the whole pleu- 
sant, if less oily than one would like. 

My companion tried the cnn- 
neloni, filled with spinach in a 
bechamel sauce und covered, of 
course, with cheese. This, too, was 
quite good. Indeed everything was 
good — but not quile as good as the 
other Mama's. 

Though we were far from hungry, 
we felt it incumbent upon us to try 
the desserts. OF four or so listed, 
only two were availible, 

In fact, the winter told usthat one 
item, the “Mama Leone dessert,” 
has not yet been devided Upon. 

I tried the lemon pie, und found it 

~ the weakest item of the meal. Based 
on a cake-like crust, it was the sort 
of lemon meringue that owes too 
much to cornstarch, My compn- 
nion's chocolate mousse, on the 
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other hand, was quile satisfactory. 

I am sorry to say that here, too, 
the coffee available was the 
prepackaged plastic-filter variety 
thal ull too many restaurateurs seem 
to find convenient. My companion 
had this aromaless brew and I had 
its equivalent, tea from a tea bag. 

The bill for two, including soft 
drinks, catne to 1S297. 


LIKE BOTH sets of restaurateurs, I 
too find pusta tasty, as well as 
relatively inexpensive. As a rule, [ 
enjoy il with simple vegetable 
sauces thal are cooked in as short a 
time as it tikes the water to boil, but 
recently [ made one of those thick 
meat sauces that non-[lalians tend 
to equate with Italian food. itis es- 
pecially to be recommended 
because it can.be made in large 
quantities and frozen. 

For the meat I used veal heart, 
which I had found at a bargain price 
al the supermarket and ground 
myself, Those who recoil from 
gating “innards” can of course use 
more expensive chopped meal, 

After grinding the meal, 1 con- 
tinued using the grinder for the 
vegetables that are part of the 
sauce, For a kilo of meat, 1 included 
two large onions, four carrots, (wo 
stalks of celery, four cloves of garlic 
and a bunch of parsley. 
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After heating some oil ina large 
pot, ἴ gradually added the meat and 
vegetables. This. is the most difficult 
part of the process; as it demands 
much patience. Stirring the meat 
with a wooden spoon, I broke it up 
and cooked it until there was no |i- 
quid left and the meat was well 
browned. 

Then I added a tin of tomato 
paste, some water and some leflover 
‘wine. Red wine would have been 
better, but it was white that was 
standing in the fridge. Had notable 
wine been open, I would have 
poured in alittle vermouth. Lacking 
the prescribed basil, 1 sprinkled in 
some dried oregano and marjoram 
and then covered the pot, lowered 
the flame, and let the sauce simmer 
for about an hour, stirring from time 
to time tomake sure it did not burn. 

Though il was good with spaghel- 
li, the sauce was far better poured 
over thick, cooked macaroni and 
popped in the oven lo bake. 


Meanwhile, 8 reader from 
Madrid writes to assure me that the 
original Spanish empanada is made 
with tuna, rather than either meat 
or cheese, and that an omelette (or 
tortilla) made with potatoes is a very 
Spanish dish indeed. Perhaps it is 
common in Madrid, but not in 
Seville, the home of my original 
Spanish informant. a

THE GA’ATON Dance Studio held 
a press conference (the first ever, 
according to Yehudit Arnon, its 
founder-director), and it was well 
worth going all the way to Western 
Galilee for it on December 23. The 
wonder of passing through miles of 
groves — avocado, persimmon, 
bananas — capped by the wonder of 
arriving at u sophisticated dance 
school and company at the turn of a 
long and lonely road, is worth while 
even if one has travelled that way 


before. 


On this occasion, the works of 
three choreographers were shown; 
two of them at work there and then. 
All three. creations will be staged at 
the Tel Aviv Museum on January 
ul. 

Ric McCullough, an American 
member of the Netherlands Dance 
Thextre, told us how he came to be 
at Ga'aton, Four members of the 
Kibbutz Company had gone to Hol- 
land to learn Jiri Kylian'’s work, Le 
Cathédrale Engloutie (now in the 
Kibbutz repertoire). McCullough 
was assigned to teach them. The 
relationship was so pleasant that he 
agreed to come and chorcograph 
when time allowed, “And here | 
am," he said. His work was 
prompted by four beautiful 
Auvergne folk songs, and takes the 
form of episodes in the lives of four 
shepherdesses and (heir encounter 
with a shepherd. From what 1 saw of 
the choreography, it is us melodious 
in movement as the musig is in song. 
Of the kibbutz dancers he’ said: 
“They gre the same as other 
dancers but they work longer and 
harder.” 

Gene Hill Sagan is also working 
at the Ga’aton studios on his Chasen 
mages. Though he said he has made 
excerpts from other of his works, 
the resemblance seemed to be only 
in some characteristic moves and 
grouping. The effect was new.- 

A “quotation” from Ze‘eva 
Cohen's Sound and Sands, which 
will be the third work on January 
ΤΙ, was loo brief for one to form any 
real impression except thal it 
seemed angular and athletic. A

PERHAPS MEMORY is playing 
me tricks, but The Adventures of an 
Overcoat, choreographed by Ayn 
Rimon and presented by the 
Jerusalem Dance Workshop al the 
Jerusalem Theatre (December 24), 
seemed to me considerably changed 
since first performed at the lsracl 
Museum some time ago. The 
“prop” —a sort of swing fra..e with 
ladders on which the dancers hung, 
crawled, climbed, balanced and 
swung — was still an admirably con- 
ceived contraption. The music by 
Yehoash Hirshberg was varied and 
vigorous, The choreography was in- 
ventive but too often repetitive. 

The narrator, Eli Danker, looking 
elegant in white suit and fancy 
wnistcont (costuming by Doreen 
Frankfurt), read the Molidovsky 
story-poem, which was apparently 
well known to the lurge crowd of 
children. Sitting on stands (used fur 
singing choirs) and the stage Moor, 
and on whatever chairs were nol ap- 
propriated by adults, they often 
finished a rhyme at the reader's re- 
quest, and did it with relish, 

So perhaps they followed the 
choreography better than | did. 
They seemed interested, anyway. 
They began whispering only when 
the swinging on bars and falling on 
tluors lasted too long.

of all, itis absurd to leave hanging in 
the air unchallenged Bracha's glib 
assertion that the kibbutz offers no 
spiritual values other than a crass 
drive to amass material Possessions. 
There may be people on the kibbutz 
who want to acquire assets, just as 
there are in all other societies — 
although | must say that joining a 
kibbutz as a way of indulging one’s 
acquisitive instincts must be the 
zaniest thing a person can do. 
The other easy conclusion that } 
resented very strongly was that the 
only alternatives to following a guru 
into a cult were to become obsessed 
with Jewish studies or to con- 
centrate greedlily on the gathering 
of material possessions. If Yitzhak 
and Bracha are now happy studying 
the Bible and “the Talmud, good 
luck to them, and 1 am sure that no 
religion so repays intense Study as 
Judaism. I am also prepared to ac- 
cept the implicit assumption that 
gives religions and cults so much 
strength, the view so well stated in 
the New Testament, “Man does not

SCHILLER'S PLAY is oeither 
Greek tragedy nor Shakespeure: 
with all the differences in concept 
anu style, it is closer to the historical 
plays of Bernard Shaw. It is not 
Greek tragedy because the 
charicters are not victims of fate, 
but of wl-too-human situations; and 
it is not Shakespeare because they 
do not act from urges dictated by a 
fatal Naw in their characters. The 
play is closer to Shaw because the 
encounters between opponents und 
allies are more intellectual than 
emotional; the arguments are more 

logical than pussionute. Even the 

climactic confrontation between 

Queen Elizabeth and Maury is on the 

level of political argument until it 
νκεπεπίεος into a fishwives’ quar- 
rel. 

The play opens with a scene in- 
vented by the director, in which two 
little girls in suilor dresses, looking 
very much alike, mount stage from 
upposite sides und meel slige 
centee to hold hands. We see the 
same bw little girls towards the end 
of the play in the stunningly 
heautitul seene where Mary is fuc- 
ing death, as they light memoriat 
candles, The two women reluted hy 


hlood and status were born to be 
sisters, but bitter reality decided 
that they should become mortal 
enemies, and so the little’ girls are 
lighting those candles for the one 
about to dic, 

The play is presented in modified 
conlemporary dress, and only at the 
end, with Mary facing the ex- 
sculivner, do she and Elizabeth ap- 
pear in period costume. 1 am not 
quile sure | know what the purpose 
of the director was in making that 
switch, but | found that it worked 
on me emotionally. Somehow the 
iragedy of that beautiful, high- 
spirited woman dying in the prime 
of life became more poignant when 
I saw her looking like the 
traditional, historical Mary Stuart. 


AS I HAVE already said, there is 
only one remarkable performance 
in the large cast. As for Miriam 
Zohar, playing the eponymous 
heroine, she is impressive only in 
the final scene, and that also very 
much due to the costume, the 
scenery, the lighting, which create 
the atmosphere of drama. Most of 
the time, oly in the opening 
scene when, in a long monologue, 
she gives expression lo her resent- 
ment itt being held prisoner in 
England after being exiled from 
Seotland, she declaims her lines in 
what is almost a shout,

tors — Shlomo Bar-Shavit as the 
opportunistic Lord Leicester,

ΞΕ Investrrients’ 
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to the story 


CINEMA

THE CURRENT re-issue of Dr. 
Zhivago and The Bridge on the River 
Kwai opens the case of David Leun, 
dormant for more than a decade 
now. 

Ask any film critic under 40, 
weaned on New Wave theories and 
concepts, and he will tell you that 
Lean is nol a name to remember. 

Maybe he did show some promise 
in those long-gone days of 1945, 
when he made Brief Encounter and 
hinted to the possibility of a new 
kind of British realism. But typical- 
ly, so you will be Lold, Lean had net 
followed through, preferring to 
dilly-dally in literary adaptations in 
which he, to the detriment of his 
creative powers, simply put himself 
at the service of the text. 

On the other hand, any self- 
respecting studio chief knows that 
{here are very few who can hold a 
candle to David Lean when it 
comes to hig productions und 
fascinating screen images and 
elaborate sluries — in short, to turn 
out a high-quulity product that will 
please both the public and the 
producers. And Lean's large-scale 
epics have an unusual quality: they 
puss,one of the most rigorous tests 
of filmdom by remaining attractive 


to the public many years after they - 


are made. 

The matter is even more com- 
plicated. Even Lean's detractors 
will grant that his work is highly 
professional, thal he does nol lack 
imagination and intelligence, and 
that among all those highly immoral 
multi-million dollar productions 
they so hate (after all, the budget of 
one spectacle could keep a dozen 
aspiring artists in business almost 
forever), films like Lawrence of 
Arabia or Ryan's Daughter are still 
the most palatable. 


TRUTH TO TELL, David Lean 
does not fit the French theorists and 
their accolytes’ definition of auteur 


_de films. He does not leave his-own 


private slamp on every film he 
makes — unless it is the excessive 
pedantry of the production, its 
perfection in the smallest detail, the 
accuracy of each frame and the 


quality of each shot. There is no” 


discernible /eitmotif developed 
throughout his work, no strange 
quirks that would make them im- 
mediately identifiable. Worse, he 
isn’t very keen on personally ex- 
Plaining the deeper sense of his 
work, of giving long interviews of 
showering attention on the media. 
Consequently, though he is.respon- 


sible for some of the most populsir - 


and loved films of the last thirty 
years, he is still a stranger to many. 

Everything his critics say is un- 
doubtedly true, but there is onc 
tedeeming grace which outweighs 
all else. Lean is chiefly a story-tcller 
who uses images*instead of words. 
He may use Dickens, Pasternak or 


ΤΕ. Lawrence for his inspiration. - 


What really interests him. is trans- 
forming their plots into a series of 
images that, pul together, will 


_ .€feute in the audience an emotion 
᾿ similar, or equivalent, to that of 


reading the novels. And he has been. 
remarkably successful in this 
endeavour. 

Trevor Howard, who has played 
in three of Lean’s films, says that 
Lean hates the entire perivd οἱ 
shooting and that the director starts 
living only afler everything is on 
film. Then he can send the whole 
crew home, stay by himself all alone 
in the editing mom, stick together 
pieces of celluloid, and see these 
sepirate segments become a whole. 

That's quile natural for a man 
who rose through the rinks to the 
past of chiet editor, belore Noel 
Coward, entrusted him with the task’ 
ing fa Which We Serve 
of the finest British war movies ol 
the time. The ceoperation with 
Coward — who was simply bored 
with the mechanics of making films 
—~ went on for three more movies 
including 8fithe Spirit, one of the 
only two comedies Lean ever made, 
and the famous Brief Encounter. 
That masterful piece of filmmaking 
used a Urain-slalion set, unusuul 
lighting, and sensitive und 
restrained performances by Celia 
Johnson and Trevor Howard to tell 
the story of the birth and death of ἃ 
hopeless romance. 

The two Dickens adaptations that 
followed are classics of sorts. Whole 
sequences of Great Expectations are 
still studied in film-schools for their 
brilliant editing, while his Olver 
Twist used Alec Guinness as Fagin 
so persuasively that many people 
still suspect the picture is anti- 
Semitic. 


IN THE following years, he went 
back again and again for his scripts 
to sound literary talents such 
as Eric Ambler, Terrence Rat- 
tigan or Arthur Laurents, thus giv- 
ing additional weight to the argu- 
ment thal Lean is better at 
(ranslating other people's feelings 
and thoughts than his own. Some of 
his films such as Hobson's Choice or 
Summer Madness were enormously 
successful; but in both instances, 
the stars (Charles Laughton in the 
first, Katharine Hepburn in the 
second) reaped the compliments. 
Lean's first-step into real big- 
time, large-scale productions came 
with The Bridge on the River Kwai, 
based on 8 determinedly anti-war 


novel by French author Pierre © 


Boule, The incident which inspired 
Boule took place in Siam during the 
Second World war. Lean and his 
team spent over a year in Ceylon, 
where he scandalized the press by 
stubbornly demanding to have an 
authentic bridge built out of wood, 
and after months of work, blew it to 
pieces in the climactic scene.

But) Lean, 
who knows that a disappointed 
viewer will never send his neighbour 
to see the film, had made a con- 
scious choice. The ending may have 
lost a certain amount of bitterness, 
but at the same time it gained many 
more millions of viewers who could 
appreciate the rest of the messuge. 
The British colonel whose class 
consciousness would not permit his 
officers to work like siniple soldiers, 
even when pressured by the 
Japanese prison camp commander 
to du sv, hus brought the Blimpish 
approach to war (us some critics 
described it} to ils absurd and tragic 
climax. The officer's relations with 
his ‘Japanese counterpart ure 
reminiscent of Renuir’s Grande ἐ ἐϊμ- 
siow and another wir, whose princi- 
ples now belong in the museum. 

Lean's clash with the erities con- 
tinned through the rest of his films. 
[ἡ Lawrence of Arabia he was praised 
for the spectacular revival ub die 
period, for his ambivalent portrayal 
of Lawrence, for the inspiring 
character of the Arab chieftain as 
played by.the then-unknown Omir 
Sharif. Still, many reviewers con- 
sidered that too much was lett in the 
shadows concerning both the 
Protagonist of the slory und the 
sense of his acts. Tuday, this could 
be interpreted as a quality rather 
than a drawback. 

In Dr. Zhivago, everyone was 
impressed by the visuul sweep of the 
film. But critics rather scorned 
Lean’s version of the Soviet resolu- 
lion, found that he lacked the 
poetry and the richness of Paster- 
nak's best-selling novel. Moreover, 
it wasn’t Russian enough, neither in 
the behaviour of its international 
cast nor in the Spanish landscapes 
and sets, which were supposed to 
equate Moscow and the Russian 
steppes. The public didn’t complain 
then and doesn’t complain now, let- 
ting itself be engulfed into the 
powerful love story, which is the 
true raison d'ére of the whole 
raovie. As a matter of fact, Zhivago 
was the closest MGM ever cume tu 
repeating the success of Gone With 
The Wind. 

With age and the size of his pic- 
ture steadily growing, the time re- 
quired to prepare each one grew ac- 
cordingly. It took Lean five yeurs 
before he made Ryan's Daughter 
once again a love story (which 
seems to be essential to the core of

background of the storm-ridden, 
wind-benten west coast of Ireland.

as wars and revolutions, critics | 


rather felt cheated when the human 
beings dwarfed every other major 
issue in this film (there is a world 
war, but it is being fought far away), 
and only terrible nature can 
measure up to the intensity of the 
human emotions.”

The Kibbutz: tepid protest ᾿

THE THIRD in Dr. Gideon Ofrat's 
series of ‘‘Room™ exhibitions 
designed as a survey of contem- 
porary Israel art, held in the small 
mezzanine gallery of the Jerusalem 
Artists House, is a double-barrelled 
affair misleadingly entitled The Kib- 
butz in Jerusalem, though it has 
nothing to do with the Capital. The 
largely conceptual exhibits com- 
prised the reactions of kibbutzniks 
to changes in Israeli mores and 
images. The first barrel was fired off 
earlier in the month; the second 
opened last weekend and is devoted 
to one large installation that is the 
joint work of two men from dif- 
ferent kibbutzim. 

Entitled “Rainfall Region Ex- 
changes,” the current installation, 
by Dov Heller of arid Kibbutz Nirim 
and Yaakov Hefetz of relatively 
rain-blessed Kibbutz Eylon, consists 
of ruinfall measurement instruments 
and adobe constructions recalling 
Byzantine-period water channels. 
The walls of the room are hung with 
photographs, maps and rainfall 
charts; and the catalogue mumbles 
something about a socio-cultural 
exchunge between two kibbutz ar- 
lists from two different regions, The 
elaborate installation is technically 
impressive bul the whole thing 
seems to me an exercise in stunning 
bunality. 

So were several other even less- 
accessible conceptual projects in 
the first of the two kibbutz shows. 
There were two exceptions, Zila 
Liss, born and educated at Ein 
Shemer, used malleable materials to 
depict the gradual disintegration of 
the elements of the Israel.flag; and 
painted much the same sort of 
process in a series of paintings 


screen-printed onto a large number 
of live sabra cactus plants and 
chunks of rock, in a powerful instal- 
lation by Shaul Bauman of Kibbutz 
Amir. This does-not seem to me to

The choice 
nf weapons is literary criticism, and 
the author is the helpless target. The 
eritic has the last word for now, and, 
Instory — 4 somewhat drawn-out 
process — the ultinuile one. Tn the 
caconut-shy of critical dssussina- 
tan, il's the coconuts which tumble, 
the eritic invariably walking away 
unsenthed. Oceasionally one is 
given a work of merit te review, und

certainly cramps one's critical style,

Rut when the work under review 
is writen by the critie’s literary 
editor, the process is reversed, the 
coconut tikes a shy at the hapless 
reviewer, and bravery becomes 
bravado, in fact becomes a 
Aumikhaze operation, Especially 
when that author-editor is Alex 
Rerlyne who, as his readers know, 
Prictises, apart from a nice line in 
Tage, viluperation and assorted 
forms of literary mayhem.

Bernstein recalls a chance en- 
counter with an old fellow audent 
from his days in NYU, by the nume 
of David Selig. Selig was always, 
Bernstein remembers, “an odd 
bird.” Just how odd, Bernstein 
probably never suspected. unless by 
chance he had rend the novel Dying 
Inside, by Robert Silverberg. Selig, 
you see, is a telepath with a 
Problem. Afler a lifetime spent’ 
looking for a way to live with this 
curious affliction (Do you want to 
know what thal girl at the office 
really thinks of you’), he finds, in his 
mid-forties, thut he is losing it. The

The practitioners in the tield 
spent 25 years achieving ἡ certain 
degree of craft, but the results 
stylistically were often curiously 
dry, and left the reader unmoved. 
This at least has been the general 
compluint about the leading Fitties 
writers: Clarke, Asimov, and to ὦ 
lesser extent, Heinlein, Dying Inside, 
however, hus much the feel of a 
mainstream novel, which is 
probably why it made many SF fans 
uncomfortable when it came out. It 
eslublishes in a remarkable way thut 
the burriers between SF und the 
mainstream are currently in dissolu- 
tion, und that, in the foreseeable 
future, SF too will again belong to 
the mainstream. 


THIS PROCESS of reintegration is 
a (wo-wily street; and) more and 
nore “straight™ writers have been 
sullying their hands with the genre 
of late. The list Lo dute is impressive, 
though die outcome has been 
perhaps less so. We cun begin with 
C.S. Lewis, Evelyn Waugh, 
Luwrence Durrell, Vladimir 
Nabokov, and Gore Vidal, and con- 
tinue with Kingsley Amis, Jorge 
Luis Borges, William Burroughs, 
and Doris Lessing. | admit that | 
would give up the combined income 
of all of their SF work for one-tenth 
of what Stephen King mukes on a 
novel tuday. 

For these of you who may have 
been in a coma over the lust few 
yeurs, King is a mainstreum writer 
who was probubly diverted from a 
conventional SF career by editor 
Donald Wollheim's response to his 
first novel submission: ‘We here οἱ 
Ace Books are not interesied in 
negative-utopias." Wollhcim is a 
terribly nice fellow, but there ure 
times when I want to wring his 
neck! King went on to build an 
impressive career with. such well- 
known Litles as Carrie, Salent's Lot, 
The Shining, The Stand, The Dead 
Zone. and more recently, Firestarter 
(Signet, $3.95). 

King is ἃ horror writer for the 
most part. His work is not only 
remarkably filmable but well 
grounded in basic science fiction 
conventions. He is particularly oc- 
cupied with various manifestutions 
of “ psi" phenomena, It is refreshing 
to note that with Firestarter, his only 
straight SF novel to date, he 
managed to straddle the top of the 
best-seller's list for the better part of 
ἃ year, 

Meet Charlie, the nine-year-old 
“human Zippo,” who can light your 
cigarette, ignite the soles of your 
shoes, or {ap the awesome energies 
of the sun, at the blink of an eye. 
Then there's “The Shop,” a sinister 
CIA Lype organization that once ad- 
ministered a dangerous drug, “Lot- 
Six," to on unwitting group of 
university students. Charlie’s mommy 
and daddy were among them, and 
the’ Shop «is very interested in her 
pyrokinetic abilities. And it will stop 
al virtually nothing to get its hands 
on her. The result is the most har- 
rowing manhunt in‘the history of 
popular literature. Perhaps a bit toa 
harrowing, in fact. King has 3 
tendency to pile on the pressure ἡ 
with little room left over for dé- 
nouement, When the climax comes. 
there's little psychic energy left — 


i's all been bled dry. Sul, King 


caters masterfully to our uc- 
cumulated fears and’ anxieties, and- 
is Currently the best source of cheap 
thrills in town. ee 


CAN ANYTHING be plainer to a 
reader of the Bible than that much 
of it — certainly Psalms, Job, Ec- 
clesiastes — is written in poetry? 
(Mutatts mutandis, much of the rest 
must be “prose.") Yet stretches of 
Prophets, Genesis, and many other 
books seem intermediate, or to 
waver between in some ill-defined 
manner. James Kugel, ayoung Yale 
scholar and occasional Jerusalem 
resident, lucidly traces two millen- 
nia of metrical and linguistic 
theories about an underlying avs 
poetica hebraica. He discusses these 
attempts to retrieve the supposedly 
lost system behind, the poetry. He 
brilliantly atgues that the absence of 
agreement as to the precise corpus 
of biblical poetry is no accident. | 
cannot conceive that anyone who 
reads this study will ever read the 
Bible in the sume fashion as before. 

The first part of the book 
launches directly into a description 
of how the biblical line opera 

“The songs and psalms of the Bi- 
ble were not written in quantitalive 
nieters, as were the songs of the an- 
cient Greeks, nor do they have 
regular rhyme or alliterative pat- 
terns, as do the songs of many other 
peoples. Rather, the basic feuture ol 
biblical sungs — and, for that miat- 
ter, of most of the sayings, proverbs, 
jaws, laments, blessings, curses, 
prayers, and speeches found in the 
Bible — is the recurrent use of a 
relatively short sentence-form that 
consists of two brief clauses. . . 
regulurly separated by aslight pause 
~- stight because the second is a 
continuation of the first and not ἃ 
wholly new beginning ... Often, the 
clauses have some element in com- 
mon, so that the second half seems 
to echo, answer, or otherwise cor- 
tespond to the first... For that 
Teason the style is called paral- 
lelism.” 

That, simply enough, is the es- 
sence of Kugel’s idea of what 
biblical poetry is ... and is not. But 
with it he distances himself from the 
usual mode of rabbinical exegesis 
which, committed to omni- 
significance, typically seeks out 
new, additional, or independent 
meanings for the second half of the 
biblical line. His approach wholly 
circumvents the endless attempts to 
impose, infer, or reconstruct 
biblical meter. Moreover, he dis- 
sociales himself from the more mis- 
leading categorics of his noted early 
predecessor, Robert Lowth, whose 
1153 work, De sacra poesi 
Hebraeorum, established the lines of 
subsequent critical approaches to 
parallelism in the Bible but whose 
threefold scheme of classification 
entirely obscured the subtleties of 
the form. And he is at devastating 
odds with contemporary attempts 
(like M.P. O'Connor's modish 1980 
study, Hebrew Verse Siructure} to 
substitute syntactical linguistic units 
for traditional meters as the basis 


MOSHE EFRATI'S achievement in 
developing a means of teaching the 
deaf to dance is well known both 
here and abroad. His accomplish- 
ment in creating ἃ company of deaf 
and hearing dancers is perhaps even 
better known, for his Kol Demama 
company has appenred in many 
countries — and continues to do 50. 

Now his book, which tells the 
story of his life, work and methods, 
has been issued in Hebrew. It is 
written mostly by himself but he has 
been helped by members of ‘his 
company and his studio, and by 
those who know his skills.

In my judgment, 
Kugel's deft wielding of 1 critical 
Occam's razor neatly carries the 
day. 


KUGEL ARGUES that parailclistic 
structure, entailing countless 
varieties of relationships (sequence. 
citation, reslutement, various subor- 
dinations) and appearing us il does 
throughout the Bible (including 
“non-poctic™ murritives, rules al 
sucrifices, and genedlugies), was 
nal, in ἔπει, a formal poetic trope. 
Rather, “it was much a hahil: ol 


cunstant, nor did i Ν 
stitute meter.” Even among the 
psalms, the range is fromthe nearly 
perfect. binariness of Psulm 132 
("Be mindful of David, O Lurdéull his 
sworn obligations/") τὸ the lax cor- 
respondences of Psalm 122 (" How | 
rejoiced to hear them say/*We shall 
‘go to the Lord’s, House'/"). The dis- 
quict of generations of interpreters 
al the apparent inconsistency or 
randomness of biblical authors in 
their employment of parallelism is 
the result of a misapplied, (Hel- 
lenistic aesthetic: “The off-and-on, 
more-or-less regularity of their 
‘seconding’ sentences, the intcr- 
mingling of semantic, syntactic, and 
purely phonetic consistencies, was 
all the regularity they needed. Me 
need mors...” 

There has been an awareness of 
parallelism as the formal structure 
of biblical verse for at least 200 
years. However, Kugel points out 
that it has been generally under- 
stood in the limited, mechanicat 
sense of the second sentence 
repeating, equalling, or being an 
“elegant variation” of the first. In 
Kugel's hands, this rarely suffices. 
Consider his treatment Job's com- 
plaint: “Perish the day | was born 
infand the night it was said, “Let a 
boy be conceived.” (3:3), “Now by 
its very afterwardness, B will have 
an emphatic charactrer; even when 
it uses the most conventional syn- 
onyms or formulae, its very reasser- 
tion is a kind of strenghtening and 
reinforcing. But often this feature 
(found in all apposition) is ex- 
ploited: the meaning of B is indeed 
more extreme than A, a definite 'g0- 
ing one beiler." ... Job does not 
mean the second half to be mercly 
an independent version of the first, 


hut something more emphatic: ‘My 
whole life is a waste! Blot out the 
day of my birth, in fact, go back to 
the very night 1 was conceived and 
destroy it.’ Of course the parallelism 
of A and B is clear. But saying they 
‘meun the same thing’ is hardly ex- 
act." 

Or again, Kugel cites several 
modern exegetes who are so 
bemused with the synonymity of 
parallelism that they interpret 
“man™ and “boy™ to be one and the 
sume in Lumech’s boust: “for 1 
have slain a man for my wound, 
even a buy for my hurt.” The boast 
deelines into an absurd decrescendo 
aimech's valour (at arms 
ridiculous. Kugel notes 
that the second line should he seen 
in the conditional, not the past; he 
reads it in the sense: “EF would Kill ἢ 
man for only wounding me, in lact, 
an innocent buy ... to avenge ἃ 
bruise; Cain's retribution is already 
grossly praverbially unfais -- but 
mine will he lar worse.” Li short, 
Kugel’s conception at biblical 
poetry seems to me triumphant, for 
it genuinely clarifies the must 
traversed of all tests. 


AS ALREADY ubserved, Kugel 
recognizes a broad variely of 
relationships between the A und Β 
lines, but underscures the “going 
one better.’ the “what's more” 
relationship as expressing the 
archetypical subjunction of B te A. 
“in the belief that this approach 
ullimately leads to u proper orienta- 
tion toward ail.” This serves as a 
corrective to, Lowth's misleading 
categories, and also helps account 
for the springing force, the strong 
end-stopping, of so many biblical 
lines. "By identifying itself as A‘s 
conclusion — reasserting il, “going 
one betler,” providing an un- 
ticipated (and often, grammatically 
necessary) completion — B has a 
closural quality that allows il to 
break discourse into fairly short 
units...” 

It strikes me moreover, that 
Kugel's insight into this biblical 
“habit of mind” has more than an 
ancillary connection with the 
notoriously untranslatable modern- 
Hebrew davke. This would yield, in 
the line already cited, “Perish the 
day ! was born in and {davke) the 
night it was said, ‘Let a boy be con- 
ceived.” Or, almost at random, *'l 
am black and comely, women of 
Jerusalem tdavke) like the tents of 
Qedar, like the tent-dwellings of 
Solomon" or “The Lord is a 
shepherd for me (davke) I lack 
nothing.” The resulting readings 
seem to me far more often sug- 
gestive than trivial. The playful ap- 
plication of this biblical habit-of-

mind tends to suggest, daske, thut 
Kugel’s primary persistent insight 
into biblical poctry is not merely apt 
but genetically related τὸ the deep 
Structure of Jewish thought- 
patterns. 


THE SECOND, longer part of this 
sludy, is a history of ideas ubout 
parallelism and biblical poctry from 
the close of the biblical period to 
the present, and perforce less much 
exhilarating than the firsl. However, 
it.is done with tact, and sheds light. 
Kugel’s interpretative approach 
plainly differs from normative rab- 
binic exegesis, but he docs not 
deride the midrashic method ul sce- 
ing in the paired statements two 
separate, often independent mean- 
ings rather thin a completion or 
sleengthening. 1 suspect that he 
pereeives the fair as cumplementary 
approaches, (In contrast, Kugel is 
svornful of the “redistnbution” ol 
the paired statements into a single 
suitement performed by modern 
commentators like DLN. Freedman, 
a process which wholly ob a the 
“What's nere™ force of the secund 
slalemenl.) 

He notes the paradoy that the 
rubhis did nat seem conscious af 
parallelism in there interpretation of 
the Bible, but themselves wrote 
prayers and songs according τὰ tts 
principles! Interpretation, hawe ver, 
was governed by the assumption 
that every word should yield mias- 
imal meaning. Kugel sunimarizes in 
measured fashion: 

“Moderns wha do not share the 
omnisignificance outlook mity sec 
in this reading only hermeneutical 
excess and the wootiest (alovudism, 
But... the midrashic reading of 
purailelism seems to have biblical 
roots, to be, in fact, a direct out- 
growth of sharpness... Since Robert 
Lowth, critics have tended to an op- 
posite excess, seeing parallelism as 
the whole point of verses, when 
most of the time such a reading is at 
least reductive and sometimes mis- 
leading. The midrashic approach ut 
least began from a more reasonable 
premise, that parallelism was not 
ihe whole point...” 


KUGEL THEN moves on to Philo, the 
allegorical exegesis of the Church 
Fathers, the interpretative methods 
of the medievial rabbis, the Renais- 
sance, and so tu Lowth and the 
modern period. in euch case 
meticulously delineating their dil- 
ferences from their predecessors, 
their premises. their shortcomings. 
and their occasional insights. But 
their attempt lo deduce a arstem for 
Hebrew poetry was wrong-headed 
from the start. “If one puts aside the 
notions of biblical poetry and prose 
and tries to look afresh at different 
parts of the Bible...it will soon be 
apparent thal there are not twa 
modes of ulterance, bit many dil- 
ferent elements which elevate style 


ing ἃ syslem of vibrations that nol 
onty made possible creative dunce 
for the deaf but ultimately the coor- 
dination of his Demama and his 
Efrati company. 

Much of the secret is not in his 
physical methods alone, Lt is in his 
choreography, which makes no visi- 
‘ble concession to hundicaps. Kol 
Demama became an art company, 
nol a therapy. 

Two of Efrati's dancers in the 
company, und assistnats in the 
studio, discuss his practicul system 
and his artistic mystique. These two 
— Esther Nadler and Gabi Burr —~ 
are atso highly decorative in the pic- 
tures of dance scenes. Indeed. this 
book is remarkable for its 
photography. - 

Those who, jike me, cannot reud 


and provide fur formality und 
strictness of organization... This 
represents a continuum of 
organization... For the distinction 
between ‘poctry' and ‘prose’ is... nol 
native lo the texts... To see biblical 
style through the split lens of prode 
or poetry is τὸ distort the view; then 
even an awareness of parallelism 
will not much improve things, [or it 
too will be distorted in the process.” 


IN THE coutse of his survey, Kugel 
discusses the nincteenth-century ck- 
positor, Meir Loeb Ὁ, Yechiel 
Michael (knuwn as Matbim). He 
treats him as a lone (if unheeded) 
vaice of clarity, a sort of prectrsur, 


in fact. “Eventually Malbim's 


stands leads to where we cunnot go, 
to finding significance in the 
stightest alternations... but his ap- 
proach ws the proper beginning.” 
Kugel cannot go all the way with 
Malhim, of course, for πα! he 
seems ambivalent about the nature 
of the “Lext” thes both expound. He 
canner embrace Malbim's premise 
of “omnisignificauc i 
Wan ὑνοίσνινς working exegelical 
basis (hough nowhere does he 
ofiticize ἢ frantallys bor Kupel isa 
veptemporary criti, and 
acknowledges another precumar it 
Swadya Gaon, Uhe Golden Age 
cammentator who often dealt with 
the Wible as if it were ἃ composed 
test, ἃ dilerary work — precisely 
what ia al Jewish fundamen- 
dalism eschews in principle. 

In sum, Kugel’s training and 
temperament seem somewhat al 
adds. An uureselved but [raittul 
tension underties this stimidating 
study. nan “Afterword,” he writes: 
there is ne such thing as an ob- 
jective’ approach τὸ biblical texts, 
no neutrab set of literary tools that 
will take apart any book or passage 
and tell us what makes it work. the 
very sort of evidence onc tuvks for, 
or overlouks. is more of a conclu- 
sion than the conclusions such 
evidence will be marshaled τὸ sup- 
port... So, in more general terms, 
with the whole notion of the 
‘literary reading of the Bible’... We 
have shuddered to hear Joseph cni- 
led ‘one of the must believable 
characters in Western lilerature... 
At such a remark one wants to ob- 
ject... and say that Joseph is no 
character at ail, but someone far 
more intimately ours..." 


KUGEL concludes, then, with a 
forceful appropriation of the Bible 
as mare than teat to be explivated 
Perhaps, he reminds us. “our 
division... of the Torah into 
sentences and words is only one 
possible division... of a text that is 
‘entirely the Names of Gad’...” 
James Kugel seems an especially 
wise and gifted expositor. His book 
is simply superb, a rare synthesis of 
creative interpretation and humane 
scholarship. o
